AGENDA ITEM: Mr. Fitzsimmons opened the meeting with an announcement that Board member Ted Fieids has been appointed 
as the Town’s new Economic Deveiopment Pianner. Mr. Fieids then expressed his appreciation for working with his coiieagues on 
the Board and wouid need to resign from the Board. He said he wouid start in his new position on Aprii 29. 

AGENDA ITEM: Symmes Historic signage. Jake Upton presented the Board with the design and background on the historic 
interpretive signage pianned for the park at Symmes. He ciarified that "Nora Courf wouid be eiiminated. Shelter/Brightview wouid 
iike the address 1 Symmes Road. Mr. West agreed to preview the wayfinding signage with Jake for the Board prior to formai 
Board approvai. The Board and Mr. Upton scheduied a tour for the Board of the site on the morning of Friday, Aprii 12. Symmes 
Neighborhood Advisory Committee has aiiowed expanded work hours, Mr. Upton reported, untii the second week of May. Mr. Upton 
updated the Board on efforts of Ariington 360 and the Board of Seiectmen to resume MBTA bus service. Mr. Cayer asked whether 
Mr. Upton couid get the Advocate to report now that the deveiopment is so visibie. Mr. Upton then described their pian for press 
updates. Rent reguiatory agreements shouid be done within two weeks, he reported. The condominium documents are dependent 
upon the rent reguiatory agreements. Mr. Fitzsimmons voiunteered to review the condo documents. Mr. Upton confirmed that the 
possibiiity of conversion to condominiums wouid be written into the condo documents, irrigation of 1.2 miiiion gaiions of water wiil 
be used, and water and sewage fees are iinked, so they are considering driiiing a groundwater weii. They may seek to discuss with 
the Town whether cost agreement couid be reached for the pubiic parks. Ariington 360 wouid discuss with DRW and Town Manager 
reiief on costs. The Board asked Mr. Upton to consider using the stormwater cistern for irrigation since this couid be cost-effective.
